Leave Iraq 
Next Year 

In challenge to Bush, House 
leaders demand ’08 pullout 

WASHINGTON I House Democratic leaders 
vowed Thursday to pass legislation setting 
a deadline of Sept. 1, 2008, for the withdrawal 
of U.S. combat troops from Iraq, a challenge 
to President Bush’s war policy that drew a 
blunt veto threat in return. 

“It would unnecessarily handcuff our gen- 
erals on the ground, and it’s safe to say it’s 
a non-starter for the president,” said White 
House spokesman Dan Bartlett. 

Little more than two months after 
Democrats took control of the House and 
Senate, Speaker Nancy Pelosi of California 
said the bill would set “dates certain for the 
first time in the Congress for the redeploy- 
ment of our troops out of Iraq.” 

Officials said the deadline would be 
accelerated if the government of Iraqi 
Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki failed to 
meet commitments for taking over secu- 
rity operations, distributing oil revenue 
and opening his nation’s constitution to 
amendments. 

The plan is to bring the bill to a vote by the 
end of the month, making it the first major 
test of the Democrats’ power since they rode a 
wave of anti-war voter sentiment to midterm 
election victories last fall, david espo (ap)

Bush Tours Latin America 



President hopes trip 
will offset growing 
clout of leftist leaders 

SAO PAULO, BRAZIL | President 
Bush sought to reverse an impres- 
sion of U.S. neglect as he opened 
a weeklong tour of Latin Amer- 
ica on Thursday. Street protests 
awaited him. 

Bush’s trip was intended to pro- 
mote democracy, increased trade 
and cooperation on alternative 
fuels. The president and his advis- 
ers also hoped his visit would off- 
set the growing influence of leftist 
leaders, such as Venezuela’s Hugo 
Chavez. 

As he flew here on Air Force 
One, Bush’s national security advis- 
er brushed aside Chavez’s provoca- 
tions. “The president is going to do 
what he’s been doing for a long time : 
talk about a positive agenda,” said 
Stephen Hadley. 

Police clashed with students, 
environmentalists and left-lean- 
ing Brazilians, some waving com- 


munist flags, ahead of Bush’s visit. 
Riot police fired tear gas after more 
than 6,000 people held a largely 
peaceful march through the finan- 
cial district. 

Meanwhile, the police com- 
mander of Colombia, which Bush 
will visit on Sunday, said authorities 
had thwarted leftist rebel plans to 


disrupt Bush’s visit to Bogota. 

Bush played down the protests 
in interviews ahead of his trip 
with Latin American news orga- 
nizations. 

“I am proud to be going to a part 
of the world where people can dem- 
onstrate, where people can express 
their minds,” Bush said, (ap) 


NY. Mosque Leaders 
Sentenced to 15 Years 


Jury: Vonage 
Violated Three 
Verizon Patents 

ALEXANDRIA, VA. | Internet phone 
company Vonage must pay Veri- 
zon Communications $58 million 
for infringing on three patents 
that enable the upstart’s low-cost 
telephone service, a jury ruled on 
Thursday. 

The judgment is far less than 
the $197 million that Verizon had 
requested, and it was more in line 
with what Vonage had suggested 
— if the Holmdel, N.J. -based com- 
pany was found liable. 

Still undetermined is whether 
Vonage will be barred from using 
Verizon’s technology. Following 
the verdict, attorneys for New 
York-based Verizon requested a 
permanent injunction barring 
Vonage from further use of the 
patented technology. 

A hearing on the request is 
scheduled for March 23 in U.S. 
District Court in Alexandria, (ap) 


Men were arrested for 
roles in fietional terror 
plot ereated by FBI 

ALBANY, NEW YORK | Two mosque 
leaders who were snared in an FBI 
sting involving a fictional terror 
strike were each sentenced Thurs- 
day to 15 years in U.S. prison — far 
less than the maximum 30 years 
they could have received. 

The former imam at the Alba- 
ny mosque, Kurdish refugee Yassin 
Aref, said he was not guilty and crit- 
icized the government for its treat- 
ment of him. 

“I never had any intention to 
harm anyone in this country,” he 
told U.S. District Judge Thomas 
McAvoy. “And I don’t know why 
I’m guilty.”

Iraq Security Operation to Expand 


Petraeus: Baghdad 
crackdown will take 
months, not weeks’ 

BAGHDAD I The top U.S. commander 
in Iraq, Gen. David Petraeus, said 
Thursday that the security operation 
under way in the Iraqi capital would 
be extended beyond the city limits 
to target areas that he referred to 
as “the Baghdad belt.” 

“The priority clearly is Bagh- 
dad, [but] anyone who knows 
about securi- 
ty in Baghdad 
knows you must 
also secure the 
‘Baghdad belts’ 
— in other words, 
the areas that 
surround Bagh- 
dad,” Petraeus 
told reporters at his first news 
conference since taking command 
last month. 

U.S. and Iraqi troops captured 
eight suspected insurgents Thurs- 
day in raids north of Baghdad as 
part of a campaign to prevent 
insurgents from regrouping out- 
side the city. 

Petraeus declined to specify how 
long the security operation would 
last but said it would continue as 
long as necessary “to achieve its

desired effect.” 

“We are still in the early days of 
this endeavor — an endeavor that 
will take months, not weeks, to fully 
implement,” Petraeus said. 

He also said he had not decided 
whether to ask for additional troops 
beyond the 21,500 combat forces 
already earmarked for Baghdad. 
The last of the reinforcements are 
due in early June, he said. 

The New York Times reported 
that the operational commander, 
Lt. Gen. Raymond Odierno, rec- 
ommended that the extra troops 
remain here until February 2008. 
Odierno said the extra troops are 
needed to allow time to win over 
the Iraqi populace. 

“We’re some months from say- 
ing, ‘OK, let’s continue at this level,’ 
or determine what else we might 
do,” Petraeus said. He said he had 
asked Odierno “to lay out options 
because it’s something we want to 
consider early before it’s staring us 
in the face.” 

Despite the general’s cautious 
tone, Baghdad was relatively quiet 
Thursday. Police reported finding 
10 bodies with signs of torture — 
presumably victims of Sunni- Shi- 
ite reprisal killings. That figure was 
well down from the 40 to 50 bodies 
found each day before the security 
operation began, lauren prayer (ap) 


EU Nations Set Energy Policy Goals 


China Hits U.S. on Iraq 
After Rights Report 


BRUSSELS, BELGIUM I European 
Union leaders have agreed to make 
targets for renewable energy bind- 
ing, but will leave the issue of how to 
achieve that to a later date, Swedish 
Prime Minister Fredrik Reinfeldt 
said Thursday as leaders met to dis- 
cuss Europe’s energy issues. 


Irish Finance Minister Brian 
Cowen said the leaders agreed on 
a collective 20 percent renewables 
target by 2020. Some nations voiced 
objections to a binding 20 percent 
renewables target, in an effort to 
include nuclear power as an alter- 
native low- carbon source, (ap) 


BEIJING I China on Thursday 
accused the U.S. of trampling on 
Iraq’s sovereignty, saying Washing- 
ton was using its campaign against 
terrorism as an excuse to torture 
people around the world and violate 
the rights of its own citizens. 

The charges came in a report 
titled the “Human Rights Record 
of the United States in 2006,” 
China’s response to U.S. criticism 
of Beijing’s human rights record 
in a report Tuesday by the State 
Department. 

“As in previous years, the State 
Department pointed the finger at 
human rights conditions in more 


than 190 countries and regions, 
including China, but avoided touch- 
ing on the human rights situation 
in the United States,” the Chinese 
report said. 

At a news conference. Foreign 
Ministry spokesman Qin Gang 
called China’s report a “mirror” to 
“let the Americans see their own 
human rights condition.” 

The report, the eighth year 
China has answered the State 
Department’s annual report on 
human rights around the world, 
was released by the State Council, 
China’s cabinet, through the Xinhua

Vote to Pave Way 
For Putin’s Exit 


Tightly controlled 
Russian regional polls 
mark key political turn 

MOSCOW I Regional elections on 
Sunday from St. Petersburg to Sibe- 
ria sound the start for what prom- 
ises to be a year of choreographed 
ballots, the product of a persis- 
tent Kremlin campaign to control 
the political process and ensure a 
smooth succession when President 
Vladimir Putin steps down. 

Barred by the constitution from 
seeking a third straight term in 
March 2008, Putin has hinted he 
will choose a favored successor and 
continue to wield influence. 

With the stakes so high, Putin 
evidently wants to leave little to 
chance: the system in place for 
regional elections, and national par- 
liamentary balloting that will fol- 
low in December, has been shaped 
by the Kremlin in years of efforts 
its critics say have stifled pluralism 
and rolled back democracy. 

In Sunday’s elections, two main- 
stream parties are competing for 
seats in 14 Russian regional legis- 
latures, with a handful of smaller 
groups filling out the ballots. 

It may sound like an ordinary 
exercise in democracy, but here are 
some of key ingredients: restrictive 
electoral legislation Putin said was 


needed after terrorist attacks in 
2003; a tight government grip on 
television; and bureaucratic booby- 
traps to trip up opponents. 

Just Russia, the new party cre- 
ated last year through a merger, is at 
the heart of the Kremlin’s strategy 
to control the political landscape. It 
is led by the speaker of parliament’s 
upper house, Sergei Mironov, who 
showed loyalty to Putin in 2004 
by running against him in what 
he called a gesture of support. 

Mironov’s role this time around 
is similar but somewhat more com- 
plex. His party is apparently meant 
to boost the legitimacy of the elec- 
tions by turning them into a two- 
way race between his bloc and Unit- 
ed Russia, the Kremlin- controlled 
party that dominates parliament. 

While there are signs of genuine 
competition between Just Russia 
and United Russia in the region- 
al campaign, analysts stress that 
the main ideology for both is sup- 
port for Putin and that both are 
likely to support a single Krem- 
lin-backed candidate in the presi- 
dential vote. 

Those in power “are doing every- 
thing they can to stay in power for 
the next 10 to 15 years without suf- 
ficient support from the voters,” said 
Nikita Belykh, leader of the liber- 
al Union of Right Forces party.

Shelling It Out for Shut-Eye 


High-end beds enter 
luxury market with 
prices near $50,000 

C H I C AG 0 I Can you put a price on a 
good night’s rest? 

Betting weary-but-wealthy baby 
boomers are willing to do just that, 
mattress companies are fluffing up 
their selections of ultra-luxe beds 
that retail for more than the cost 
of cars, college tuition and parcels 
of land. 

With a heart-stopping price tag 
approaching $50,000 — $49,500 
to be exact, although the price will 
climb to $59,750 in April — the Viv- 
idus bed launched last year by the 
Swedish manufacturer Hastens is 
among the most expensive sold in 
the U.S.

But the Vividus is just the latest 
bed to target a growing consumer 
appetite for high-end beds. Since 
2000, the market value of the whole- 
sale mattress industry has increased 


nearly 40 percent, climbing to $6.4 
billion in 2005, according to the 
trade group International Sleep 
Products Association. 

But it’s the luxury market that’s 
behind much of the trend. Premi- 
um-priced mattresses — those cost- 
ing more than $1,000 — were 21 
percent of sales in 2005, the latest 
data available, up from 14 percent 
in 2000. 

Trade publication Furniture 
Today says the figure may be even 
higher. According to the magazine’s 
survey of shoppers, about 56 per- 
cent of dollars spent on bedding 
went for products that cost more 
than $1,000. 

Meanwhile, the average cost of a 
queen-size bed has grown to about 
$700, up from $600 five years ago, 
experts said, ashley m. heher (ap)

Gates’s fortune rose $6 billion 
to $56 billion last year, while Buf- 
fett garnered an additional $10 
billion to boost his net worth to 
$52 billion.

No Delay for Cherry Trees 


National Park Service 
predicts blossoms will 
arrive during festival 

WASHINGTON I After an unusually 
warm December rattled the nerves 
of anyone eagerly anticipating the 
city’s grand ushering in of spring, 
the National Park Service predicts 
the cherry blossoms will, in fact, 
bloom on time — during the two- 
week National Cherry Blossom 
Festival. 

A majority of the 3,700 trees lin- 
ing the Tidal Basin will be in bloom 
from April 1-7 “barring the advent 
of an ice age or rapid acceleration 
of global warming,” Robert DeFeo, 
the park service’s chief horticultur- 
ist, said Thursday. 

Winter temperatures that 
climbed into the 70s sparked con- 
cern the trees would bloom prema- 
turely, with none of the pink and 
white blossoms left for the annual 
festival that brings 1 million visi- 
tors and $150 million in tourism 
money to the city.

“I was a little nervous, too, but, 
fortunately for all of us, the cherry 
trees. I’d say, are the most reliable 
living species in our nation’s capi- 
tal,” DeFeo said. 

Some cherry trees did bloom 
in December, but they weren’t the 
Yoshino variety given to the United 


States by Japan in 1912, which are 
dominant along the Tidal Basin. 

DeFeo said his predictions, 
which have been fairly accurate in 
past years, come from a combina- 
tion of weather forecasts and close 
observation of the trees and their

City Settles With Reporter’s Family 


Washington to form 
group to investigate 
emergeney response 

WASHINGTON I Mayor Adrian Fenty 
said Thursday the city has settled a 
$20 million suit Bled by the family 
of a New York Times reporter whose 
death raised serious questions about 
the city’s emergency response. 

David Rosenbaum, 63, was 


attacked with a heavy plastic pipe 
during a mugging in January 2006. 
But emergency workers initially 
believed he was drunk and didn’t 
try to determine whether he was 
injured, according to a city report. 
Once he arrived at the hospital, 
nurses incorrectly classified him 
as intoxicated and failed to regu- 
larly check his vital signs. 

The settlement requires the Dis- 
trict to create a task force to investi- 


gate the city’s emergency response, 
among other requirements, Fenty 
and the family said. 

The task force must finish its 
investigation within six months and 
recommend ways to improve emer- 
gency medical services, the mayor’s

TERPS WOMEN’S HOOPS I Ayear ago, 
the Maryland Terrapins gathered 
on Selection Monday and waited for 
what they knew was coming: a No. 1 
seed in the NCAA tournament. 

Except it didn’t come. 

Despite the fact that the Ter- 
rapins had proven their worth 
by upsetting some of the nation’s 
best teams, the selection commit- 
tee granted them only a No. 2 seed. 
And to make matters worse, Mary- 
land was put in the same region as 


defending national champion Bay- 
lor and forced to play its regional 
games in Albuquerque, N.M.

They took it 
as an insult, a sign that the decision- 
makers gave them no respect. 

Then they went out and won the 
national championship, defeating 
Baylor, North Carolina and Duke 
along the way. 

The No. 7 Maryland Terrapins 
(27-5) will gather again on Monday, 
glued to a big- screen television at 
the Comcast Center, awaiting their 
tournament fate. Saturday’s loss to 
North Carolina in the semifinals 
of the Atlantic Coast Conference

tournament meant Maryland 
essentially surrendered any claim 
to a No. 1 seed and could fall as low 
as a No. 3 seed. 

“If we had to lose today to win 
another national championship, then 
that’s going to be worth everything 
to me,” senior guard Shay Doron 
said. “Any loss, all of the losses we 
had this year, all of the losses we’ve 
had since I’ve been at Maryland, a 
national championship makes every- 
thing better.”

Wizards guard keeps 
his cool regardless of

WIZARDS I He slashes to the bas- 
ket, tweezes opponents and can 
even uncork a little offense. 

Like a Swiss Army knife with a 
jump shot, DeShawn Stevenson has 
brought a little bit of everything to 
the Wizards this season. 

Most nights it’s his constant 
hounding of the opposition’s best 
perimeter scorer. But during a 
recent stretch, it was his ability to 
shine on the offensive end. 

With Antawn Jamison and 
Caron Butler sidelined with vari- 
ous ailments, Stevenson momen- 
tarily became Washington’s sec- 
ond option on offense. He took to 
the role, scoring 19 or more points 
four times in a six-game stretch at 
the end of February. 

“He’s done it within the frame- 
work of the offense and driving to 
the basket in the open floor,” Wiz- 
ards head coach Eddie Jordan 
said. “We’re proud of the fact that 


“With Antawn and Caron 
coming back, the big three, [scor- 
ing is] what they do,” Stevenson 
said. “I don’t want to step on 
anybody’s toes. When I 
first came here, it was 
for defense. There’s a 
time and place [for 
me to score], and 
I’m comfortable 
with that role.” 

Known for his 
durability, Steven- 
son has started every 
game for the first- 
place Wizards (34-26), 
averaging 10.4 points. He’s 
also made 49 percent of his 
field goal attempts and nearly 
45 percent of his 3 -pointers. 

“I hope he continues to make 
shots, shoot at 50 percent ...just so 
he can have something to go back 
at Gil when they argue,” Jordan 
said. “I think he feels very good 
about the way things went. ...

Washington turns ice 
cold following a flurry 
of trades and injuries 

CAPITALS I The stretch run of the 
Washington Capitals’ 2006-07 sea- 
son is shaping up to be a sporting 
trail of tears. Losers of five straight 
and 14 of their past 17, the depleted 
Caps (24-31-12) simply are trying to 
stay afloat as minor leaguers cycle 
through and lines change period 
to period. 

It’s along wayffomlastyear, when 
the club appeared to turn the corner 
with 15 games remaining. That team 
was eight points behind this year’s 
pace, but finished the season 7-4-4, 
which captain Chris Clark said “car- 
ried over huge for us.” Replicating that 
run maybe impossible. 


With veterans like Dainius Zubrus 
and Jamie Heward traded away and 
the injury bug biting nearly every time 
the Caps take the ice, it has been dif- 
ficult simply to stay competitive. After 
losing two straight shootouts last 
week, they’ve been outscored, 9-2, 


in the past two games. 

“Obviously, we’re missing some 
guys, but at the same time, it certain- 
ly gives other guys the chance to play. 
I guess that’s the way you’ve got to 
look at it,” said center Brian Sutherby, 
who has four goals in the last eight 


contests. “I don’t want to look at it 
and say we’re overmatched.” 

Clark is on the verge of returning 
from a shoulder injury, and goal- 
tender Olie Kolzig (knee) already 
has missed three weeks. Important 
defensive forwards Boyd Gordon 
(knee) and Matt Pettinger (broken 
thumb) also have missed time. 

With those liabilities and incon- 
sistent contributions from the streaky 
Alex Ovechkin and slumping Alexan- 
der Semin (four goals in 17 games) the 
Caps face a forbidding schedule. 

Including Friday’s game against 
Stanley Cup champ Carolina (33-28- 
7), Washington plays nine of 15 on 
the road and 11 against teams in the 
Eastern Conference’s top eight. 

“If you go back [to last season] 
and look at the statistics in the last 15 
games or so, I think in most of them 
there were more than 40 shots and 
we got stellar goaltending [from Kol- 
zig],” coach Glen Hanlon said. “We 
were fairly fortunate to be healthy.”

Clockwork Red 


‘300’ revels in bloody 
scenery and a bit of 
that old ultra-violence 

FILM I The hyper-brutal action 
extravaganza “300” is based on 
Frank Miller’s graphic novel, but 
did it have to be so cartoonish? 

Director/co -writer Zack Sny- 
der (the “Dawn of the Dead” 
remake) painstakingly re-created 
the comic-book panels by placing 
actors in front of virtual back- 


grounds, similar to the technique 
used in the superior Rim version of 
Miller’s “Sin City” in 2005. Clearly, 
he’s not aiming to reflect reality on 
any level. But Snyder’s depiction of 
the ancient Battle of Thermopylae, 
in which 300 Spartans fought off a 
much larger Persian army, is so over 
the top it’s laughable — so self- seri- 
ous, it’s hard to take seriously. 

The effects are extremely cool 
at first; with the help of cinema- 
tographer Larry Fong, visual 
effects supervisor Chris Watts and 


a team of many others, Snyder has 
very much created a unique world 
— dark, dramatic and visually grip- 
ping, with increasingly imaginative 
foes along the way. But the gimmick 
wears off quickly and ultimately 
becomes overbearing; Tyler Bates’ 
pounding score and the profuse use 
of voiceover certainly don’t help. 

Gerard Butler, who’s buffed up 
significantly since starring in the 
corny film version of “The Phan- 
tom of the Opera,” comes off as a 
poor man’s Mel Gibson in “Brave - 


heart.” As King Leonidas, he leads 
his meager but muscular troops into 
battle with repeated roars of “This 
is where we Rght! This is where we 
die!” and such, ad nauseam. 

Leonidas has trained his entire 
life for this Rght, as we see in the 
film’s beginning, where he’s taken 
from his family as a boy and taught 
to survive in the wild in a pure, driv- 
en, almost animalistic manner. 
By the time we reach 480 B.C., he 
rules Sparta alongside the beautiful 
Queen Gorgo (Lena Headey). 

Once the Persian army threat- 
ens to overtake Sparta, led by the 
megalomaniacal Xerxes (Rodrigo 
Santoro), Leonidas must assemble 
his men into action. 

Despite their comparatively small 
numbers, the Spartans are a model 
of unity and organization. That stuff 
about duty and honor and dying a 
beautiful death — they buy into all of 
it. What they lack in size they make 
up for in solidarity, so when the sky 
turns dark with a storm of Persian 
arrows, they’re ready for it, having 
turned their shields into a wall of 
unbroken metal. 

The violence is inventive, almost 
balletic in the way it’s dragged out 
and sped up to emphasize its 
rhythms. Spears pierce the thick, 
brownish-gray haze, blood splat- 
ters, an arm or a leg goes flying — 
all visceral, intense stuff. After a 
while, though, you can only see so 
many slo-mo beheadings.

It’s Some Kind of Wonderful 


‘Starter for 10’ brings 
British wit to the ’80s 
teen comedy genre 

FILM I Hilarious and sweet, “Start- 
er for 10” is a 1980s coming-of-age 
comedy that’s a solid successor to 
John Hughes’ “Sixteen Candles.” 
But it’s filtered through a specif- 
ically British prism, with its dry, 
observant wit and its absurd yet 
sympathetic characters. 

The well-established formula is 
definitely in place here — guy meets 
two different girls and falls for one. 


though the other is clearly a better 
fit. But director Tom Vaughan and 
writer David Nicholls add a touch 
of social commentary and celebrate 
a thirst for knowledge, which gives 
“Starter for 10” more brains and heft 
than most films of its ilk. 

James McAvoy is a likable every- 
man and an easy guy to root for as 
the awkward Brian Jackson, who 
leaves his mum (Catherine Tate) 
and his working-class mates on 
the Essex coast to attend Bristol 
University.

The Host’ is a funny, 
smart & suspenseful 
classic monster movie 

F I L M I An update of the classic Asian 
monster movies of yore, “The Host” 
boasts a wicked sense of humor and 
vastly improved special effects. (Not 
once do you see a zipper up the back 
of a rubber suit.) 

Korean writer- director Bong 
Joon-ho has crafted a Rim that just 
kicks butt from start to finish, even 
though its anti-American sentiment 
feels a bit half-baked. 

Reminiscent of another recent 
smart, sly horror movie, 2004’s 
“Shaun of the Dead,” “The Host” 
begins with a dry, frequently absurd 
comic sensibility, but steadily grows 
darker and is truly thrilling. 

Pollution in Seoul’s Han River 
(caused by a thoughtless American 
scientist, naturally) gives birth to a 
freakishly large, angry, mutant Rsh 
that’s a marvel to behold. It swings 
gracefully from bridges, leaps from 
the water to lash people with its long 
tail and frequently just hops up on 
shore and runs after its prey. 

One of the victims it picks up 
and scampers off with is teenage 
schoolgirl Hyun-seo (Ko A- sung), 
which forces her slacker dad, Gang- 
du (Song Kang-ho), and the rest of 
her dysfunctional family to spring 
into action to rescue her. 

Hyun-seo’s aunt, Nam-joo (Bae 


Doo-na), is a competitive archer 
with a propensity for choking at the 
most crucial moments. Her uncle, 
Nam-il (Park Hae-il), has a college 
degree but no job. And family patri- 
arch Heui-bong (Byeon Heui-bong) 
runs a food stand on the banks of 
the river, where Gang-du works but 
mostly snoozes. They’re a Korean 
version of the “Little Miss Sun- 
shine” clan, complete with a mini- 
van, which would seem annoyingly 
trite if it weren’t so curiously charm- 
ing in itself. 

Meanwhile, a hysteria is spread- 
ing across the region because any- 


one who came into contact with 
the monster is carrying a deadly 
virus. The government borrows a 
U.S. military device for cleansing 
the area: the mysterious Agent Yel- 
low, which causes nothing but para- 
noia and panic. Basically, everything 
American in the film causes para- 
noia and panic, a political concept 
Bong broaches but never fleshes 
out. But the director does know 
how to create a suspensful mood 
and he doesn’t go for the easy end- 
ing. And that’s anti-American too, 
in the best possible way.

Steven Spielberg 
has signed on to make

He said the Hollywood 
company will go into preproduction 
for a movie, which should appear in 
theaters in about two years. 

Tintin books have sold 220 mil- 
lion copies worldwide and have been 
translated into 77 languages, and 
Tintin movies have been made in 
other parts of the world, but this will 
be the first time for Hollywood.

WILD THINGS 

Screwball 

IF YOU’VE HEARD of “Gray Matters” at all, it’s probably because of 
its hyped-up girl-girl kiss between Heather Graham and Bridg- 
et Moynahan. And it is hot — probably the best scene in a movie 
that’s otherwise sitcommy, forced and forgettable. The always radi- 
ant Graham and Tom Cavanagh play sister and brother Gray and 
Sam, who both fall for the same woman in this homage to 1940s 
screwball comedies. The debut feature from writer- director Sue 
Kramer is crammed with quick banter, elaborate dance sequenc- 
es and cutaways to the glittering Manhattan skyline. Trouble is, 
Kramer couldn’t quite concoct the chemistry that made those mov- 
ies so great, though Graham and Moynahan have a bit more than 
Cavanagh and Moynahan do. christy lemire (ap) 


AMAZING GRACE (PG, 117 minutes) 
This film follows the resolute efforts of 
18th-century British politician William 
Wilberforce(loan Gruffudd)to persuade 
Parliamentto passa bill renouncing slav- 
ery. Unfortunately, this movie is about 
as bloodless and matter-of-fact as the 
above description, (dt) 

THE ASTRONAUT FARMER (PG, 105 min- 
utes) Billy Bob Thornton plays Charles 
Farmer, an aspiring astronaut who had 
to jettison his career because of afamily 
crisis. But in the years since, he has been 
running a farm, rather ineptly, in Texas 
and dreaming of making it into space. As 
forthe rocket, well, who needs Houston? 
He has been building one in the barn. 
Sure, it’s the corniest of conceits, but 
“Astronaut” taps delightfully into one of 
our deepest cultural values: the oneabout 
the pursuit of happiness, (dt) 

AVENUE MONTAIGNE (R, 100 minutes) 
This delicately charming fable set in 
Paris offers the kind of experience we 
secretly crave when we visit any great city: 
meaningful encounters with its people. At 
the center is Jessica (an impishly radiant 
Cecile De France), a sweethearted gamin 
fromthe provinces who has justarrived 
in the capital. To this country girl, Paris 
is the city of luxury, a picture-postcard 
world of hotels, expensive restaurants 
and fine living. This vicarious sojourn in 
Paris leaves us with souvenirs that few 
real trips could ever produce, (dt) 
BABEL (R, 142 minutes) Director 
Alejandro Gonzalez lharritu and writer 
Guillermo Arriaga tell multiple stories 
in multiple locations around the globe. 
Each tale is completely compelling on 
its own, yet as sophisticated a piece of 
filmmaking as it is, it seems hamstrung 
by the banality at its center, (sh) 

BECKET (Unrated, 148 minutes) Thanks 
to the wonders of restoration, Peter 
O’Toole swaggers once again across 
the screen: a handsome, impetuous 
king, ruled by brash impulse and his 
tempestuous affection for Thomas a 
Becket. This 1964 production follows 
the volatilefriendship between Henry II 
(O’Toole) and Becket (Richard Burton), 
from their early days of drinking, hunt- 
ing and wenching to Becket’s perilous 
ascension in Henry’s court. It may seem 
like a movie of yesteryear, but its timeli- 
ness brims over with rousing, meditative 
discourses on the separation of church 
and state, (dt) 


BLACK SNAKE MOAN (R, 116 minutes) 
Director Craig Brewer (“Hustle & Flow”) 
takes viewers on yet another journey 
through Southern music and vernacu- 
lar, with Samuel L. Jackson playing an 
aging blues guitarist who seeks to cure 
a sexually compulsive girl (Christina 
Ricci) of her neuroses by chaining her 
to a radiator. That outrageous premise, 
combined with an often lurid visual style, 
makes the profane “Hustle & Flow” look 
likean Andy Hardy movie. Butthere’sno 
denying he knows howto spin ayarn and 
create vivid, indelible images, (ah) 
BLOOD DIAMOND (R, 125 minutes) 
Pounding action, pulse-quickening 
adventure and of-the-moment politics 
animate this mostly greatthriller starring 
Leonardo DiCaprio. (ah) 

BREACH (PG-13, 110 minutes) This film 
examines in microscopicdetailtheend- 
gameofthe manhuntfor FBI mole Robert 
Hanssen, who pleaded guilty in 2001 to 
spyingfor Russia.

BRIDGE TO TERABITHIA (PG, 96 min- 
utes) This beloved children’s book has 
notjust survived butthrived in itsadap- 
tation to the screen, its delicate combi- 
nation of coming-of-age angst, trage- 
dy and fantasy handled with assurance 
and taste by first-time live-action direc- 
torGabor Csupo. Audiences should be 
prepared for a major tragedy that strikes 
in thethird act; thefilm winds up being 
a lesson, notjust in love but in loss. But 
mostly theformer, as Jess experiences 
for the first time that true love means 
building a world together, (ah) 
CHARLOTTE’S WEB (G, 98 minutes) E.B.

But even with 
Jennifer Hudson’striumphantarrival and 
an overall fizzy mood of singing, dancing, 
pop nostalgia and camp, “Dreamgirls” 
is an uneven crowd pleaser. (ah) 
GHOST RIDER (PG-13, 105 minutes) 
Nicolas Cage plays Johnny Blaze, a 
motorcyle stunt jock. He’s a second- 
generationer, having learned the flying 
trade from his dad, who one day tried to 
fly too far and was brought lowfor it. But 
that was after Johnny inked a contract 
with Old Scratch, in orderto save his dad 
from cancer. It was the devil’s trickto get 
Johnny to sign, then take the old man 
via different means! In any event, years 
later, the devil (Peter Fonda) wants the 
due Johnny cheated himoutof inthefirst 
place; though afraud, the contract is still 
binding. What follows are a lot of loud, 
chaotic action sequences for an audience 
acculturated more to NASCAR, tractor 
pulls and demo derbies, (sh) 

THE GOOD SHEPHERD (R, 157 minutes) 
Thethrust ofthefilm is Edward Wilson’s 
(Matt Damon) journey to becoming a 
Central Intelligence Agency player of 
the ’60s, but his investigation stops to 
wander through history, tracking what 
may be Edward’s growth or his damna- 
tion. The movie is serious adult movie- 
making from director Robert De Niro, a 
man deeply interested in the art, craft and 
psychology of espionage, (sh) 
HANNIBAL RISING (R, 121 minutes) This 
film isa prequel of sorts, about howthe 
killer Hannibal Lectercameto be. Novelist 
and screenwriter Thomas Harris cobbles 
togetheratheorythat blendsequal parts 
nature and nurture. In the book, he was 
ableto makea pointthat Hannibal was the 
scion of a warrior-rich Lithuanian aristo- 
cratic family that was sheared down by 
shrapnel in World War II, orphaningthe 
child and his younger sister. Soon some 
scummy lads arrive, battlefield parasites 
who loot, torture and — after the arrival 
of heavy snow — eat. Hannibal (Aaron 
Thomas plays the child) survives; his 
sister, Mischa (Helena Lia Tachovska), 
does not. He then decides upon a life’s 
work: They ate her, so I shall eat them! 


The movie streamlines all that, as it does 
much of the rest of Harris’s book. It’s a 
shame, because it results in the movie’s 
fundamental flaw — the one-dimension- 
ality of Hannibal. (SH) 

KETTLE OF FISH (R, 93 minutes) Matthew 
Modine plays a commitment-skittish 
saxophone player in this warm-spirited 
romantic comedy, butthemovietendsto 
have a squawky pitch. There’s Modine, 
adorableand sweet as Mel, whose most 
meaningful relationship is with his gold- 
fish Daphne. And there’s Gina Gershon 
as an uptight Englishwoman who moves 
into Mel’s New Yorkapartmentwhen he 
rents it out, then refuses to leave after he 
changes his mind. And there are all the 
good-looking sets and the perfect light- 
ing. But as soon as the movie puts its lips 
to the reed, too many notes come outflat. 
The script follows the official structur- 
al steps of romantic comedy but doesn’t 
always heed the most obvious one: Be 
original, (dt) 

THE LAST KING OF SCOTLAND (R, 121 

minutes) This film concerns the flam- 
boyant African despot Idi Amin, said to 
have been responsible for the murder 


of 300,000 of his fellow Ugandans dur- 
ing the ’70s. The movie uses a fictional 
device to getupcioseand personal, but 
Amin, representing a human extreme, is 
so much more interesting than his wit- 
ness, a young Scottish doctor, (sh) 
LETTERS FROM IWO JIMA (R, 140 min- 
utes) Clint Eastwood’s film starts and 
stopson “Sulphur Island,” whereon Feb. 
19, 1945, two divisions of Marines came 
ashore in what would beoneofthe blood- 
iest battles of the war. Like his “Flags of 
Our Fathers,” it isn’t really a history of 
a battle. In the last half-hour, the story, 
loses its way; lacking any clear-cut goals 
exceptsurvival,thefilm becomes repeti- 
tive. It’s a necessary movie; too bad it’s 
not a great movie, (sh) 

LITTLE CHILDREN (R, 130 minutes) In 
this movie, the arrival of a convicted child 
molesterin East Wyndam, Mass., triggers 
outrage throughout the community.

Giant yachts require 
giant parking spaces 
while not out at sea 

As the yachts get bigger and more 
numerous, the Caribbean is run- 
ning out of parking space. 

The answer to this invasion of 
the so-called mega-yachts? Mega- 
marinas. 

From the Bahamas in the north 
to St. Lucia in the south, island gov- 
ernments and entrepreneurs in the 
Caribbean and western Atlantic are 
developing waterfront property and 
expanding marinas to handle yachts 
that range from 80 feet to longer 
than a football field. 

Leading the pack is Yacht Haven 
Grande in St. Thomas, U.S. Virgin 
Islands, which is being upgraded 
at a cost of $200 million in a part 
of Charlotte Amalie harbor once 
so blighted that boaters called it 
“rat haven.” 

Promoted as the largest mega- 
yacht facility in the Caribbean, the 
marina has hosted Rising Sun, a 
452 -foot, five -story behemoth with 
82 rooms and a generator capable of 
powering a small town. The mega- 
yacht, the world’s fifth largest, was 
built for Oracle Corp. co -founder 
and CEO Larry Ellison.

in-slip systems that can pump 
150 gallons of fuel a minute, sup- 
ply ample electricity, remove sew- 
age and oil and provide gourmet 
food and drink served by marina 
employees in crisp uniforms. 

In Grenada, workers recently 
broke ground on a privately fund- 
ed $562 million resort and marina 
with spaces for 280 boats, a dozen 
of them for yachts longer than 250 
feet, plus two hotels and hundreds 
of condos and apartments. 

Critics say the owners of smaller 
sailboats will ultimately be squeezed 
out and the environment will suf- 
fer. But there is little organized 
opposition. 

“Anything of any mega- size is, 
obviously, a concern in the indus- 
try, but it doesn’t seem that anyone 
has raised any red flags,” said Deir- 
dre Shurland, director of the Puer- 
to Rico-based Caribbean Alliance 
for Sustainable Tourism, a hotel- 
owners group that advocates eco- 
friendly tourism. 





Meanwhile, the popularity of 
mega-yachts — for those who can 
afford them — is red hot. 

In 1993, the world had fewer 
than 700 private owners with boats 
more than 80 feet long. Today, there 
are an estimated 7,000 yachts that 


are more than 80 feet long in use, 
according to ShowBoats Interna- 
tional, a publication that tracks 
vessel construction. 

At the same time, Forbes magazine 
reports there were 793 billionaires last 
year — 317 more than in 2003. 


“People want to build their own 
island, their own safe and secure 
private world. No better way than 
aboard a yacht,” said Jill Bobrow, 
editor in chief of ShowBoats Inter- 
national. 

In the Caribbean, mega-yachts- 
men suffer from “an acute short- 
age of large mega-yacht marinas,” 
said British entrepreneur Peter de 
Savary, a mega-yacht owner who is 
financing the Grenada project. 

Many in the region’s nautical 
industry, from harbor masters to 
marine suppliers, say the bigger- 
is -better trend has taken them by 
surprise, but they welcome it. 

“It’s been great for the economy, 
so I say ‘Long may the mega-yacht 
live! ’” said Tom Patterson, manager 
of the Antigua Yacht Club in Eng- 
lish Harbor, Antigua. “These people 
are the wealthiest tourists in the

Protocol of Potluck 


A dish is your 
command at 
parties where 
everyone helps 

Jackie Kennedy never attended — 
let alone hosted — a potluck. 

“I can’t even put words in her 
mouth on that,” sniffs Leticia 
Baldridge, the famed first lady’s 
former chief of staff and protocol 
adviser. “That wasn’t her thing.” 

But modern, urban profes- 
sionals — i.e. the non-Camelot set 
— hail potlucks as a casual, cost- 
effective and time-saving way to 
entertain. 

The term “potluck” means what 
it suggests: that the meal offered will 
be whatever serendipitously finds its 
way to the table. Thanksgiving may 
have been the very first BYO dish 
fest. The custom became popular 
when the Great Depression forced 
neighbors and friends to share food 
and resources. Since then, potlucks 
have evolved into a way to keep the 
party rolling without burdening one 
person. And the etiquette pitfalls — 
like telling friends, “Come for dinner, 
and, by the way, bring food” — van- 
ish faster than a Pyrex of tuna noo- 
dle casserole with the right attitude 
and planning. 


“Just be up-front about it,” says 
24 -year- old Kaitlin Dunne, a sec- 
ond-year law student at George 
Washington University who throws 
a potluck every few weeks. “People 
are usually really willing to bring 
something or help out. They get into 
it; they think it’s nice.” 

Etiquette experts say Dunne 
has the right idea. And once the 
invitation hurdle’s been crossed, 
don’t skimp on specifics. “Be clear 
on what you want them to bring,” 
says Pamela Eyring, director of the 
Protocol School of Washington. 
“That way, you have well-round- 
ed courses, so it’s not all meat or 
dessert.” 

Recalling a free-for-all potluck 
that ended in pizza delivery after 


little but cookies and veggie dip 
showed up, potluck veteran Katie 
Sweeney says she makes sure the 
food is plentiful — and coordinat- 
ed — by holding themed dinners at 
her Ballston apartment. 

Fondue parties are a favorite for 
Sweeney’s crowd, and she’s hoping 
to have an “Iron Chef” potluck, to 
which everyone brings a dish fea- 
turing the theme ingredient. For her 
“Chili and Chick Flicks” bash sev- 
eral months ago, Sweeney supplied 
the chili and let friends bring the 
sides: rice, cheese, onions, Fritos. 
“Living in the city, it’s hard to get 
people to bring hot casseroles and 
things,” says the 24 -year- old health 
promotion coordinator for SRA 
International. “I supply the base 


and then people bring things that 
are easily transported.” 

When the guest list is large, 
Sweeney suggests assigning dish- 
es according to last name, for exam- 
ple, asking A through D to bring 
appetizers, E through H to bring 
salads and so on. 

Providing a main dish as 
Sweeney does is only one respon- 
sibility of the potluck host, etiquette 
mavens say. Other duties include 
setting the tone for the gathering 
with music, flowers and tablecloths, 
and managing its logistics: serving 
dishes and utensils, plates, silver- 
ware and napkins. And plastic and 
paper just won’t do. 

“Cloth napkins and not paper nap- 
kins,” says Baldridge. “Paper napkins 
just class it down so fast. And paper 
cups — ugh! ! Oh, Lord, no.” 

But such inflexibilities ignore the 
realities of city life. At a recent pot- 
luck brunch in her Dupont Circle 
apartment, Dunne not only used 
paper goods, but she also asked 
a pal to bring them. “I do that 
because I don’t have a dishwash- 
er,” she says. 

Ditto on booze. The strict- 
est protocol requires the host to 
provide cocktails and a full bar 
set-up, says local etiquette coach 
Carole Margaret Randolph, right 
down to postprandial coffee. But 
beer, wine and soft drinks have long 
been the refuge of non- cooks, peo- 
ple with small kitchens, or invitees 
simply having a busy week. Having 
guests pitch in on drinks can also 
help lower the party’s price tag. 

Plus, communal meals can be a 
gift that keeps on giving, says Matt 
Rizzolo, another second-year law 
student at George Washington 
University and veteran of Dunne’s 
potlucks: “The host brings whatever 
beer or liquor is left over to the next 

one.” MICHELE KAYAL 


TIP SHEET ►► THROW A PAIN-FREE POTLUCK 


Group Effort: Be a Good Host or Guest 

DO: Assess people’s willingness and situation. Don’t ask someone who hates to cook or who 
hasasmall kitchento whip upacomplexdish like Beef Wellington. 

DON’T: Be unprepared. Finish your cooking, cleaning and prep 15to30 minutes before guests 
arrive, assuring you — and they — will be relaxed. 

DO: Manage the menu. Provide a main course to ensure there’s some substantial chow, and 
ask people to fill in with specific categories, like salad or dessert. A theme — taco night, Chinese dim sum, cuisine involving 
Polish vodka — can also give people hints about whatto toteto your place. 

DON’T: Ask a vegetarian to bring beef stew, a diabetic to bring dessert orafriend in recoveryto bring beer. 

DO: Bring your dish readyto go in an appropriate serving container. And, no, Tupperware won’twork. 

DON’T: Blow off a potluck you promised to attend. If you were supposed to bring a yummy dessert, think how morose other 
guests will be to end their evening without your Super Fudge Sludge Pudding, m.k.
